Out of this increase also must come 
about a million and a third dollars to 
provide rations for the 8,000 men which 
the shortage of funds this year, as dis- 
closed by the Army and Navy Journal, 
made it impossible to carry, the average 
for the entire year being 110,900 men, 
instead of the 118,750 as “authorized” by 
the last Congress. The field clerk legis- 
lation and other items of increased cost 
also have to be added. 

Transfers to Fill 

The Air Corps program provided for 
an increase in the authorized enlisted 
of the Army of 403 second lieu- 
tenants and 6,240 men. The an- 
nounced policy of the department is to 
transfer officers and men from other 
branches to fill the Air Corps and it is 
believed that no increase over the pres- 
ent recognized strength of the Army is

The estimates for the Navy, showing 


a decrease from current appropriations, 
have forced adoption of serious curtail- 
ment of the existing strength afloat. 
The most serious effect will be felt from 
the budget action in providing for only 
80,175 enlisted men as against its recom- 
mendation for 83,000 for the current 
year. In view of the fact that the work 
of modernizing the six older batleships 

will be completed this year, three hav- 
ing been out of commission for six 
months and the other three now going 
into the yards for the next six months, 
next year crews will be needed for three 
additional battleships. Furthermore the 
two new aircraft carriers go into serv-

General Davis Explains A. G. O. 

The functioning of The Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Department of the Army and its 
relations with other military agencies, 
were admirably outlined by Major Gen- 
eral Davis, who said in part: 

“I especially value this opportunity be- 
cause there exists a close relation between 
the problems of the Chief of the Militia 
3ureau and The Adjutant General, and I 
am glad to be personally present because 
perhaps some of you have regarded The 
Adjutant General as somewhat akin to 
Chief Justice Marshall’s corporation, :‘in- 
visible, intangible, and existing only in con- 
templation of law,’ but now I nope you will 
regard him, as he is anxious that you 
should, as a brother officer whose prob- 
lems in many respects are your problems 
and who needs the aid and encouragement 
that your sympathetic cooperation can 
give him.” 

General Davis divided his address into 
four main subdivisions: first, the re- 
cent history of the department; second, 
its mission; third, its organization to ac- 
complish this mission; and lastly, the 
relations of the department with other 
military agencies. The work of the 
various divisions was explained in de- 
tail.

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President's Speech Expresses Reasoned Conviction of America 





DITORIAL comments on the President’s speech on Armistice Day at Kansas City 
swing the entire arc of the pendulum. They range from laudatory commenda- 
tions that the President has fairly and clearly defined American sentiment as to 
preparedness, debt settlements and the World Court to expressions of regret and 
reproach that the speech was tinged with what some editors consider a “holier than 
thou” spirit and a distinctly bellicose note. It seems to be the opinion of the ma- 
jority of the editors that the speech was intended more for foreign ears than do- 
mestic ears. 

The Philadelphia Ledgev (Independent Republican) says the speech was the 
“first important and official American utterance on problems of peace and foreign 
policy that has been made in months. * * * ; ae 

“In the opinion of the President, echoed in millions of American hearts, ‘it is 
the first duty of Americans to look after America and maintain the supremacy of 
American rights.’ This, even in a nation devoted to a policy of international peace, 
demands an adequate national defense and a reasonable military protection.” 

THE Hartford Courant (Republican), writing on that part of the speech which 
treats of preparedness and national defense, says: 

“But Mr. Coolidge is not of the school which believes that war can be ended by 
a gesture—can be outlawed by legislative fiat. Peace and international seeurity are 
earnestly desired by the United States, and the best way to secure them, the Presi- 
dent holds, is by the maintenance of a naval and military establishment adequate to 
the requirements of national defense. There has never been a time when this nation 
could safely abandon the wise and peace-loving policy emphasized by Washington, 
and there is not likely to come such a time. Mr. Coolidge speaks truly when he says 
we are committed ‘to a policy of adequate national defense. . 7

Major Gen. Kenzie W. Walker, U. S. 
A., Chief of Finance, points out officially 
to the War Department, the injustice of 
the present mileage law, in so far as 
officers of his branch are concerned, 
but other branches are equally affected. 
The general says: 

“Attention is invited to the fact that the 
original theory upon which the mileage law 
is based, that the mileage alowances will, 
under average conditions, cover an officer's 


traveling expenses, has been somewhat al- 


tered. The original idea presumed that 
some journeys would be profitable to the 
officer and that others would cause a loss, 
but that the profit and loss throughout an 
extended period would about balance each 
other. The profits would accrue from long 
journeys and the losses from short ones. 
This principle worked satisfactor ly prior te 
the World War; since that time new duties 
involving different travel missions and con- 
ditions have arisen wherein the mileage 
allowance is wholly inadequate to reim- 
burse officers for necessary and actual ex- 
penses. 

“While all travel costs are more or less 
adversely affected, the particular cases 
where the existing mileage allowance works 
a hardship on the officer are found in the 
short journeys and long stop-overs required 
of property auditors and warrant officers 
on property audit duty. The property 
auditors designated as such for long tours 
of duty are paying, year after year, from 
their own funds, a considerable portion of 
the necessary expenses of travel performed 
by them under competent orders. This has 
grown to such proportions that real hard-

War Department Conferences 
On Legislation Now in Progress 


] “PORTANT conferences are in prog- 

ress at the War Department relative 
to the legislation to be pressed during 
the coming session of Congress. The 
participants in the Conferences are Sec- 
retary Davis, General John J. Pershing, 
and Major General John L. Hines, Chief 
of Staff, representing the Army, and 
Congressman W. Frank James, senior 
member of the House Military Commit- 
tee, representing Congress. 

The conferences began on Wednes- 
day last. They will continue until Con- 
gress shall be in session. The report 
relative to inequalities in promotion and 
also covering retirement is now in the 
hands of Secretary Davis, who is study- 
ing it with extreme care. This report, 
as to promotion, is required by a provi- 
sion in the Army Air Law. It is un- 
derstood the report places a great deal 
of responsibility for inequalities and de- 
lay in promotion upon the failure of the 
War Department to carry out rigidly 
the requirements of existing law. In the 
case of Class “B” Boards, it is pointed 
out that personal considerations fre- 
quently cause such boards to be lenient 
with the result that the high standard 
fixed for officers is not maintained. 

It is doubtful if any legislation relat- 
ing either to promotion or retirement 
will be passed during the coming session, 
but the way will be paved for action in 
the next Congress.

COLONEL REDMOND DETAILED TO MILITIA BUREAU. 
THE detail of Col. Ernest R. Redmond, 102nd Field Artillery, Massachusetts Na- 
tional Guard, to duty in the Militia Bureau, effective January 7, 1927, vice Lieut.

LACK OF DIVISIONAL GUARD TRAINING EXPLAINED. 
THERE is much sentiment in the National Guard for the 
divisions during the field training period where the various higher commanders 
exercise and administration of their troops. “There are two 
reasons why this has not been done in the past, except in very rare cases, and why

first, and controlling reason, is that the cost of transportation is practically 
prohibitive except in those States having a complete division within their boundaries.

THE uniaue distinction of having flown 49 different types of aeroplanes during his 

extensive aviation career is the record held by Lieut. (jg) Franklin Young, U. S. 
N. R.. who has just completed “duty” at the Naval Air Station, Sand Point, Wash. 

Lieutenant Young has been associated with the Klamath Falls (Oreg.) Air Station, 
and during the summer has averaged about 40 hours per month in the air. He was 
a pioneer Naval Landplane Pilot, having served overseas at Dunquerque, France, as 
a pursuit pilot in conveying bombing planes over the front lines. Later, he was a 
naval pilot on Admiral W. A. Moffett’s ship, the U. S. S. Mississippi when Nieuports 
and Hanriots were flown off the forward turret on a runway made up of boards 


laid across the guns.

NAVY OFFICER DEFENDS COMPTROLLER GENERAL! 
i VIEW of the general attitude in the government service of more or less bent 
ity toward Comptroller McCar! an interesting sidelight on the existing situation 
is seen in the opinion voiced by a ranking naval officer whose duties bring him into 
touch with the questions involved in the various disputes. From his standpoint the 
“horns and cloven hoof” should be omitted from the pictures drawn of the stormy 
petrel of the government. He holds that when the vast number of questions that 
come before the Comptroller General for a decision, covering every possible legal 
angle, are taken into consideration the ratio of sound judgments, from which an 
appeal would be thrown out, is high. He points out also that in most cases where 
the public good gets first consideration, some individual is disgruntled and another 
enemy is made. 

Even this defender of the maligned Comptroller however does not hold him 
infallible, and can cite many cases of arbitrary or unsound rulings. His attitude 
however is interesting as it serves to demonstrate that “Baiting McCarl” is not the 
popular pastime in the Navy one might imagine. 

Anent the above another point of difference has arisen between the Department 
and the Comptroller. In a case involving the loss of personal property as the result 
of a seaplane wreck, he has ruled that the aviator is not entitled to recover from the 
government. The Navy, on the contrary, holds that when an officer or man leaves 
a ship by aeroplane he is, so far as property loss is concerned, in the same position 
as one who leaves in a small boat. What the outcome will be is not settled.

WHO WILL BE THE NEW ASSISTANT QUARTERMASTER GENERAL? 

W ey the approaching retirement on account of the age limit, of Brig. Gen. Moses 

G. Zalinski, Assistant Quartermaster General, U. S. A., on January 23, drawing 
near, speculation is still rife on who will be appointed to succeed him. Officers are 
wondering whether the plum is to go to the senior colonel of the Quartermaster 
Corps, Col. Winthrop S. Wood, or to any of the next five senior colonels, or will the 
Secretary of War go farther down the list in recommending the selection of an 
officer ? 


Officers generally believe in the selection of a senior. They point out that if 
he is efficient enough to hold his office, he should be advanced, and if not fit that he 
should be retired. Officers, of course, recognize the fact that the Secretary of War 
is privileged by law to recommend any one he pleases for advancement, and that he 
is not bound in any way to recommend a senior officer. The passing of seniors in 
the appointment of General Officers of both line and staff is nothing new and has 
been done on numerous occasions. The consensus of opinion among officers about 
the War Department is that the Secretary of War may pass considerably down the 
list of colonels in filling the coming vacancy.

NAVY C. M. SENTENCES EASED. 

A LL court-martial prisoners of the 

Navy or Marine Corps serving sen- 
tences involving confinement, depriva- 
tion of liberty on shore on a foreign 
station, or extra police duties for a pe- 
riod of thirty days or more shall here- 
after, upon the commencement of such 
sentence, be credited with one-third of 
the period of such sentence, in accord- 
by the 


ance with a ruling announced 
Secretary of the Navy on Nov. 16. 
In effect, this means that upon the 


expiration of two-thirds of the period of 
the sentence, a court-martial prisoner 
of the naval will be released 
from arrest and restored to duty pro- 
vided his conduct or performance of duty 
while a prisongr warrants, in the opin- 
ion of his commanding officer, such re- 
lease and restoration to duty. Other- 
wise, the sentence as originally approved 
shaJl be carried out. 

Formerly, this for 
ment of sentence applied only to prison- 
ers sentenced by general courts-martial. 
The new ruling will apply in addition 
to those sentenced by summary court- 
martial or by deck court, which convene 
to try cases of lesser import than those 
tried by general court-martial. 

The new procedure will apply equally 
ashore and afloat.

ARMY-NAVY GAME TICKETS. 

N order to clear up the misunderstand- 

ing regarding tickets for the Service 
Classic, a recent report from the Naval 
Academy explains the situation. 

The Army-Navy game although played 
under the auspices of the Army and 
Navy Athletic Associations is not con- 
tested at the home stadiums because of 
inadequate seating facilities. As a re- 
sult, the stadium which handles the game 
receives one-third of the total number of 
tickets or the total seating capacity of 
the place.

The squad will be under the general 
charge of Comdr.

Air Corps to Fill Vacancies 
In Officer Personnel by Exam 


A’ examination for second lieutenants 

for the Air Corps of the Army, to 
fill 19 vacancies, will be held from Jan- 
uary 17 to 22 next, inclusive. Eligibility 
to compete in the examination will be 
confined to qualified flyers, who come 
within the following qualifications: Those 
who have graduated from the Air Corps 
Primary and Advanced Flying Schools, 
within the past four years, and others 
who satisfactorily demonstrate that they 
have qualified for flying within the past 
four years. 

By qualified flyer is meant any indi- 
vidual who fulfils the necessary mental, 
moral and physical qualifications for ap- 
pointment as second lieutenant, and who, 
in the opinion of the examininig board, 
is qualified to immediately enter into the 
duties of the Air Corps.

Aviation Notes. 
MERICAN planes will have to step 
some to catch up with Major Mario 

de Bernardi, the Italian Schneider Cup 
winner, and his flashy little Macchi-Fiat 
racer. Not content with winning the 
cup and ruining the United State’s 
chances for permanent possession of the 
trophy Major de Bernardi has set a new 
world’s record for seaplanes over a 
straight-away three kilometer course 
with an average speed for four laps of 
258.873 miles per hour. His best speed 
for any one lap was 272.132 miles per 
hour flying with the wind, and his slow- 
est 243.232 flying against the wind. 

This betters the record set by Lieut. 
James H. Doolittle, U. S. A., by more 
than 13 miles and proves conclusively 
that America has fallen down in the de- 
sign of her planes and engines. 

The test was made over a measured 
route off Willoughby Beach, Va., and was 
timed by the same officials and devices as 
timed the Schneider Cup race. A 20- 
mile wind prevailed during the trials. 


According to press reports, England 
is using the utmost secrecy in the con- 
struction of her new dirigible, the R-101, 
which is being built for service between 
Australia and the British Isles. Armed 
guards surround the Cardington Air- 
drome where the assembly work is be- 
ing carried on and each of the 300 em- 
ployes have been sworn to absolute se- 
crecy. 

Pilots of the British Air Force have 
been engaged in dropping food and sup- 
plies to stranded motorists on the cross 
desert trail between Beirut and Bagdad.
